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Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1904, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
a decrease of 166 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase of 1,836* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1895-1904, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 715, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief of 107,* the total under 
both heads being 0°8 per cent. above the average for the first quarter of 
the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population as compared 
with the average population for those years is 2°] per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4°7 per 1,000 of the population) represented

Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,168) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1904 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4°7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1903, but 0:1 above the average rate for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1894-1903, The total number of marriages registered during 
the year was 22,783, or 5:2 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-2 over 
the average rate for the preceding ten years; 16,192 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 6,591 under 
the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 5:0 per 
1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter afford- 
ing a rate of 5:8 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious 
persuasions. Compared with the corresponding averages for the 
previous ten years, the rate under the former heading shows an increase 
of 0:4, but that under the latter a decrease of 0-4. Of the 22,783 
marriages registered last year, 6,950 were registered in the first quarter, 
5,337 in the second, 5,328 in the third, and 5,168 in the fourth.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 25,743—13,048 boys and 12,695 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 42°6, or 23°5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
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the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1895-1904 was 26,675, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23°8 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 


Leinster, 23:7 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of | 


1901; Munster, 21:9; Ulster, 24:0; and Connaught, 21:7. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 33-0 for Dublin Co. Borough, and 
the lowest 17:5 for Monaghan. Of the intermediate rates the highest five 
are-—Belfast Co. Borough, 32:8; Mayo, 25:6; Louth, 24:5; Donegal, 

23:7; and Londonderry Co. and Co. Borough, 23:6. The lowest five 
are—Kilkenny, 17:8 ; Leitrim, 18°2 ; Cavan, 18:2; Roscommon, 18° ; 
and King’s, 18°6, 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 3lst March last was 21,891—10,783 males and 11,108 females 
-—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 50:1, or 20-0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904 was 21:7 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 21:6 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 18:7; in Ulster, 20:3; 
and in Connaught, 16-0. 

The county death-rates* range from 14:4 in Mayo to 26:9 in Dublin 
County Borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Ros- 
common 15:1; Donegal, 15:4; Kerry, 15:5 ; Sligo, 15:9; and Leitrim, 
161; and the highest five are—Armagh, 23°8 ; Belfast Co. Borough, 
22-9 ; Louth 21:9; Queen’s, 21:8; and Wexford, 21°7.

Ages.—Of the 21,891 deaths registered last quarter, 2,843, or 13:0 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 9,476, or 43°3 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 110°4 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 13:4 per cent.; in Ulster, 13-3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
99 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 39-9 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 44-4 per cent.; in Ulster, to 42°7 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 51-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
_diseases* is 890, or less by 10 than the number occurring in the 
corresponding quarter of 1904, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
08 per 1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the first quarter of 
1904, but 0:2 below the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1895-1904. . 


Smali-pox.— One death from small-pox, of an unvaccinated person, 
was registered as occurring in the Small-pox Hospital, Purdysburn, in 
the Registrar’s District of Ballylesson, and who was admitted thereto 
from Belfast. Two deaths from small-pox (not yet registered) were 
reported by the Registrar of Rathmullan District, as having occurred 
in the Milford Union Hospital, in the County of Donegal. 


Measles,__The deaths from measles numbered 297, which represents 
an annual rate of :27 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland ; in 
the three quarterly periods preceding, the deaths from this disease were 
85, 87, and 262, respectively, and the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years 1900-1904 was 172. Of the 297 deaths, 112 

occurred in Belfast County Borough, 54 in Dublin County Borough, 
27 in Tipperary Co., §.R. (all occurring in the Registrar’s District of 
Carrick-on-Suir) ; and 24 in Londonderry County, 18 of the latter 
having been registered in the Registrar’s District of Coleraine. 


Scarlet Fever.— The deaths from scarlet fever registered during the 
March quarter of 1905 numbered 61; in the three preceding quarters 
deaths from this disease were 45, 41, and 62, respectively, the average 
for the corresponding quarterly periods of the five years preceding 
1905 being 58. Of the total deaths, 24 were registered in the 
Province of Leinster, one in the Province of Munster, 27 in Ulster, 
and 9 in Connaught. Eight of the deaths registered in Leinster 
occurred in the County Borough of Dublin and 8 in Wexford County, 

3 of the latter occurring in the Registrar’s District of New Ross. 
Of the deaths registered as from scarlet fever in the Province of 
Ulster, 12 occurred in the County Borough of Belfast. 


‘Typhus.— Lhe deaths from typhus, 12 in number, were registered as 
follows :—One in the Registrar’s District of Callan, in the Union of 
Callan, 1 in Ventry District, Dingle Union, | in the District of Tralee,

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No. 1, in the Union of Tralee, 6 in Waterford Urban, No. 1 District, 
2 in the Registrar’s District of Tuam No. 1, Tuam Union, and 1 in 
Sligo No. 1 District, in the Union, or Superintendent Registrar’s 
District of Sligo. In the three quarterly periods preceding, the deaths 
from typhus were 17, 18, and 5 respectively, the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the past five years being 21. 


Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough, which in the 
second quarter of 1904 amounted to 431, fell to 249 in the September 
quarter, and to 235 in the December quarter of that year, further de- 
clined to 194 in the period now under notice, the latter figure repre- 
senting an annual death rate of :18 per 1,009 of the estimated popula- 
tion of Ireland, and is about two-thirds of the average (299) deaths 
from this disease in the corresponding quarter of the five years 1900- 
1904. It appears from Abstract [., pages 18 and 19, that during the 
quarter no death from whooping-cough was registered in any of the 
following counties:—Louth, Meath, Fermanagh, Londonderry County 
and County Borough, Monaghan, Leitrim, or Sligo. Of 11 deaths in 
King’s County, 8 were registered in the District of Ferbane, Birr 
Union, and of 13 deaths in the County Wexford, 5 were registered in 
the Registrar’s District of Enniscorthy ; in the County of Cork 20 
deaths were registered, 4 occurring in the District of Kinsale, Kinsale 
Union, and 4 in the Registrar’s District of Castlemartyr, in the Union 
of Middleton ; in County Kerry 13 deaths were registered, 4 occurring 
in the Registrar's District of Dingle ; in the County of Armagh 22 
deaths from whooping-cough were registered, 20 occurring in the 
Registrar’s District of Lurgan No. 1, and in the County Down 18 
deaths were registered, 5 being in the Registrar’s District of Dromore, 
in the Union of Banbridge. 


Diphtheria.—In the period under notice 81 deaths from diphtheria 
were registered, the deaths from this disease in the preceding three 
quarters being 47, 56, and 92 respectively. ‘Two deaths were regis- 
tered in each of the following Unions :—Ballina, Bawnboy, Carlow, 
Coleraine, Kilkeel, Killala, Omagh, and Swineford ; 3 deaths were 
registered in Cookstown ; 11 in the Unions of Dublin North and Dublin 
South, of which 4 appertained to the City Districts of North Dublin 
Union, 5 to the City Districts of South Dublin Union; and 14 in 
the Union of Belfast, all of the latter appertaining to the County 
Borough of Belfast. 


Enteric Fever.-—Lhe deaths from enteric fever which were registered 
during the March quarter of the year numbered 105. The deaths are 
below the average (131) for the corresponding quarter of the past five 
years, and also below the number (110) registered in the March quarter 
of 1904. The deaths registered from enteric fever in the three quarters 
preceding that under review were—96, 104, and 133 respectively. In 
the following Counties no death from the disease was recorded :—Kil- 
dare, Louth, Wicklow, Tipperary, §8.R., Waterford County and County 
Borough, Cavan, Fermanagh, Mayo, and Sligo. Ten deaths were re- 
gistered in Dublin County Borough, and 21 in Belfast County Borough. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.—The deaths attributed to diarrheal. diseases 
were 130 in number, and included the deaths returned as epidemic 
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diarrhoea, epidemic enteritis, diarrhea, anddysentery. Of these deaths 
16 appertained to the County Borpueh of Dublin and 17 to the County 


Borough of Belfast. 


uydrophobia,—N o death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 


diseases :—Small-pox in 2 districts, measles in 44 districts, scarlet 


fever in 17, whooping-cough in 38, diphtheria in 22, fever in 29—typhus 
6, enteric 17, and pyrexia (origin uncertain) 6—influeuza in 83, chicken- 


_ pox in one, and mumps in 5. 


Inquests.— There were 467 inquests reported to the Registrars during 


_ the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 47 of the total deaths 
" registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 41 deaths registered, in 


Munster 1 to 67, in Ulster 1 to 38, and in Connaught 1 to 96. 





Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 21,891 deaths registered, 4,252, 
19-4 per cent., occurred in public institutions, In Leinster the per- 


centage was 26°5, in Munster 23-4, in Ulster 13°8, and in Connaught 


12°].

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the 
quarter ended 31st March last, was 6,307 (3,506 males and 2,801 
females), being 2,820 more than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1904, and 1,847 above the average number for the first quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904.

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 42:5 or 2:2 
above the average for the first quarter of the five years 1900-1904. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 61:8 
and the minimum 22:9°. The maximum heat in sun was 114:5°, and 
the minimum on the grass 17°8°. 

Rain or snow fell on 54 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 4°910 inches, being 2:192 inches below the average for the 
first quarter of the five years 1900-1904. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in March, when 2°570 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 40 days from W., on 22 days from 8.W., on 7 
days from §.E., on 4 days from §., on 3 days from N.W., on 2 
days each from N. and E., and the air was calm on 10 days at 9 a.m. 

January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°200 inches ; the highest reading (31-004 inches) was on the 28th at 
9 P.M., wind W. ; and the lowest (28-771 inches) on the 16th, at 9 P.m., 
wind 8.E. The mean temperature of the air was 42°5°, the maximum 
registered was 52°4°, and the minimum 23°0°. The 6th was the 
' warmest day, and the 26th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
_ was 41°4°, and of the wet bulb 39°7°. The maximum heat in sun was 
_ 89°1°, and the minimum on the grass 17°8°. ‘The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 13 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 57:9 hours, the greatest daily amount being 7:3 hours on 
the 18th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0:1, and the 
mean 0°5. Rain or snow fell on 14 days. The rain-fall measured 
_ 1:440 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘375 inch on 
the 16th. 

February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°179 inches; the highest reading (30-664 inches) was on the 21st 
at 9 a.M., wind N., and the lowest (28:951 inches) on the 26th, at. 
9 p.M., wind §8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 41:9°, the 
maximum registered was 54°5°, and the minimum 26°9°. The 16th 
was the warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. ‘The inean of the 
dry bulb was 41:6°, and of the wet bulb 40:0°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 95:5°, and the minimum on the grass 20:0°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 14 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 96-9 hours, the greatest daily amount being 8°5 hours on 
the 25th. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 0-5. Rain or snow fellon 16 days. The rain-fall measured 0-900 
inch ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °210 inch on the 25th. 

March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°602 inches; the highest reading (30-279 inches) was on the 2nd 
at 9 p.m., air calm; and the lowest (28-315 inches) on the loth, at 
9 a.M., wind 8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 43°19; the 
maximum registered was 61:8°, and the minimum 22°9°.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 16, 17), the ee: have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only “to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results. 


The stations selected, with the names of the Observers, are shown 
below.

MonaGHAN; Kzilmore.—Diphtheria 
appeared in one family in the district, 
four children being attacked. 


MonacHan; Monaghan, W.—The 
sanitary conditions of the district re- 
main satisfactory. There has been no 
epidemic during the quarter. There 
were a few cases of diphtheritic sore 
throat. 


MonaaHan; Scotstown.—The sani- 
tary condition of the district is satis-

The vaccination return is 
small owing to the severe weather of 
the past two months, when it would have 
been dangerous to bring infants out.

CLoaHER; <Aughnacloy.—Influenza 
prevalent, especially during the past 
month. . 


CroaHEeR; Ballygawley.—Epidemics 
of measles and whooping-cough during 
quarter. 


CLOGHER ; Fivemiletown.—The health 
of the district was pretty good during 
the quarter. 





Cookstown ; Coagh.—Diphtheria has 
been prevalent during the quarter. No 
deaths have been registered from the 
disease. 


Cookstown; Cookstown, W.—The 
epidemic of diphtheria has disappeared. 
District very healthy. 


CooKSTOWN ;. Pomeroy.— District 
generally healthy. Some influenza. Dis- 
trict sanitary.

Dune@annon ; Caledon and Ballyma- 
gran.—Health of district fairly good, 
but capillary bronchitis prevailed in 
epidemic form amongst children, especi- 
ally infants; three deaths from this 
disease certified during quarter.

DUNGANNON ; Clonavaddy.—Sani- 
tary arrangements good. 


Dungannon ; Coalisland.—Influenza 
and whooping-cough very prevalent. 
One case of enteric fever (a lighterman, 
who evidently contracted the disease in 
Belfast) removed to hospital. Several 
cases of itch among children. 


IrvinEstown ; Trillick.—The deaths 
registered during the quarter included 
persons aged 91, 85, 80, 72, and 70 
years, respectively. 


OmacH; Drumguin.—The sanitary 
arrangements in the district are very 
satisfactory. None of the principal 
epidemic or other diseases are at present 
prevalent. 


OmacH; Fintona.—During the past 
quarter whooping-cough and catarrhal 
influenza have been prevalent in the 
district. The sanitary arrangements are 
satisfactory. 


Omacu; Gortin.—There was an out- 
break of diphtheria in the district near 
Newtownstewart ; four cases came under 
my notice. No deaths from this cause. 
The infection was from a school. 


Omacu ; Omagh, No. 1, W.—Sanitary 
condition of rural district fairly satis- 
factory. Sanitary condition of urban 
district not satisfactory, yet there is 
some improvement. I am glad to re- 
port that the urban authority is 
taking more interest in sanitary work. 
The bye-laws are being better enforced, 
and on the whole there is more attention 
paid to my recommendations as Medical 
Officer of Health. There is a marked - 
decline in the number of infectious 
diseases notified. The death of an in- 
mate of fworkhouse was registered at 
115 years.

The past quar- 
ter has been characterised by mild 
weather, and consequently very little 
sickness. I have just visited a case of 
diphtheria, and am sending her to hos- 
pital. 


Portumna ; Portumna, No. 2 —One 
inquest was held on an _ accidental 
death. 


Tuam; Z'uam, No. 2.—There was a 
case of typhus fever in January, and 
five other members of the family con- 
tracted the disease, which did not 
spread to other houses. There was an 
epidemic of influenza in February and 
March, with many fatal cases of pneu- 
monia; in March also there was an 
epidemic of varicella among the children 
in the town portion of the district. 


BaLuinasyLoe ; Laurencetown.—There 
were three deaths registered of persons 
aged 81, 85, and 98 years respectively. 

-Currpen ; Roundstone, No. 1.—The 
district is quite free from epidemic 
disease. 


Gatway; Galway, No. 3 (Arran).— 
District very healthy at present. 


Gautway ; Oranmore.—The district is 
in a fair sanitary condition. The only 
disease at all common is pneumonia. 
There is a strong inclination amongst 
the people to keep children unvaccin- 
ated as long as possible. 


Gatway ; Spiddle.—There is nothing 
very particular to report, with the ex- 
ception of the fact that some of the 
yards attached to the dwellinghouses 
are kept in a very insanitary con- 
dition, which would necessitate fre- 
quent supervision. 


 GLENNAMADDY ; Dunmore.—Vaccina- 
tion was postponed generally owing to 
the inclemency of the weather. 


GLENNAMADDY ; Williamstown.— 
There has been an epidemic of scarla- 
tina of a mild type during quarter. 


Gort; Gort, W.—Health of district 
during quarter indifferent. There were 
many cases of feverish catarrh, as well 
as slight feverish attacks of three to six 
days’ duration, without catarrh. Promi- 
nent symptoms in both these classes 
. were headache, pain in limbs, and de- 
bility, and were probably influenzal 
in nature. Sore throats which were 
paved to be streptococcal prevailed 
argely throughout district, also some 
cases of erysipelas. Two children died 
of laryngitis, one of pharyngitis, and 
there was one death from puerperal 
septicemia 


Leitrim County. 


Bawnspoy; Ballinamore.—Sanitary 
state of district fair. One death regis- 
tered of a woman aged 99 years. 


MANORHAMILTON ; Drumahaire.— 
With the exception of some few cases of 
pneumonia, the public health of the 
district is good. . 


MANORHAMILTON ; Lurganboy.— 
Pneumonia was prevalent during the 
quarter. The sanitary state of the 
district is satisfactory, no cases of fever 
having occurred. 


Monit; Carrigallen.—The sanitary 
condition of the district is good. In- 
fluenza has been prevalent during the 
latter portion of quarter, causing bron- 
chitis among children. : 
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Moutti ; Mohill, W.—There was one 
case of cancer in the district during 


quarter. It was never known in the 
family before. 
MO8ILL ; Rinn.—The district is 


healthy, and free from epidemic disease. 


Mounitt; Rowan.—No disease at 
present prevalent in the district. 


Mayo County. 


Bautna; Ballina, W.—No vaccin- 
ation in this quarter, owing to cold and 
wet weather, and epidemic cold or in- 
fluenza amongst children. 


BALLINROBE; Cappaghduff.—Sani- 
tary condition good. 


BALLINROBE; Cong.—Health of dis- 
trict good ; of the 29 deaths registered, 
17 were over 60 years, two of which were 
over 70, and eight over 80 years of age. 


BaLuInRoBE; Hollymount.—Births 
and deaths about the average. The 
epidemic of measles disappeared during 
this quarter, but whooping-cough con- 
tinued prevalent. There were many 
cases of bronchial and throat affections 
amongst the young people, and in con- 
sequence there were very few vaccina- 
tions. 


BELMULLET; Bangor.—District dur- 
ing past quarter healthy, and free from 
infectious disease. There is consider- 
able improvement now in the sanitary 
condition of the dwellings of the small 
farmers. Registration and vaccination 
satisfactory. 

BELMULLET; Knocknalower.—I con- 
sider the sanitary state of the district 
fairly satisfactory. 


CASTLEBAR; Castlebar, No. 1, W.— 
Health of district particularly good. At 
present free from any infectious or con- 
tagious diseases. 


CLAREMORRIS ; Ballindine.—Sanitary 
condition of district fair. 


CLAREMORRIS ; Ballyhaunis.—Health 
of district during the quarter has been 
good. Whooping-cough and _ broncho- 
pneumonia were prevalent, both are now 
disappearing. Nine of the deaths regis- 
tered were aged 80 years and upwards ; 
two of them were over ninety. Sani- 
tation still progressive. 


Westreort; Achill.—Influenza and 
pertussis prevalent at present. Sani- 
tary state of district fairly good, but 
vaccination a dead letter, as no children 
have been presented for last twelve 
months, though defaulters are duly 
punished. 


WESTPORT ; Ballycroy.—Pertussis 
and influenza extremely prevalent dur- 
ing quarter, practically all children 
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attacked by either one or other. This, 
with inclemency of weather, prevented 
vaccination. 


Westreort; Bundorragha.—The dis- 
trict is in a fairly good sanitary condition 


WESTPORT ; Louisburgh.—General 
health of district good during past quar- 


ter. 


WESTPORT ; Westport, W.—Five 
deaths from phthisis pulmonalis. Dur- 
ing the quarter a very widely spread 
epidemic has prevailed in the district— 
probably some hundreds of cases. No 
statistics are available. The disease oc- 
curred almost exclusively among chil- 
dren and young adults. It wasa febrile 
affection, with the following special 
characters :—(1) Severe paroxysmal 
cough resembling that of pertussis, and 
often ending in vomiting ; (2) an acute 
inflammation of the upper air passages, 
tonsils, upper pharynx, and post-nasal 
cavities—this occurred in about half 
of the cases; (3) short in duration, 
commonly two or three weeks; (4) 
rarely complicated by bronchitis or 
other disease ; (5) very few fatal cases. 


Roscommon County. 


ATHLONE; Athlone, No. 2.—There 
have been a good many cases of whoop- 
ing-cough and influenza in the district 
during the quarter. 


ATHLONE; Brideswell.—The district 
continues fairly satisfactory in health. 


Bove ; Ballyfarnan, No. 1.—State of 
the district: generally healthy. Whoop- 
ing-cough prevalent. 


BoyLe; Boyle, No. 1, W.—Whoop- 
ing-cough and influenza have been 
prevalent, but not fatal.

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered 


in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,862 births—a number | 


equal to an annual birth-rate of 24°5 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 19,616 deaths, representing an annual rate of 17-9 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 12,643 persons emigrated. 
In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27:7 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 14:4 per 1,000. 
The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°2 over the average rate 
._ for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1895-1904, and equal 
to the rate for the second quarter of 1904. The deaths are 1,124 
under those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1904; the death 
rate is 0°9 below the rate for that quarter, and 1:0 below the average 
for the second quarter of the ten years 1895-1904.

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Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1904, the 
‘returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
an increase of 436 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 2,194* in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years 
1895-1904, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,242, but the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 1,563,* 
the total under both heads being 0°3 per cent. below the average for the 
second quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2:0 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (6°8 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the first quarter of 1905 is 05 
above the average rate for. the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years.

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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages (7,437) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1905 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6°8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
opulation, being 0°5 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1904, and 0°5 above the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1895-1904. Of the total number of marriages 6,181 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,256 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 7'5 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. Compared with the corresponding averages 
for the previous ten years, the rate under the former heading shows an 
~ increase of 0:8, but that under the latter a decrease of 0°5. It is to be 
borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the 
first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the first 
quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of the 
year.

The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last was 19,616—9,818 males and 9,798 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 56:0, or 17:9 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904 was 18:9 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 18:2 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 16°6 ; in Ulster, 18°8 ;

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Ages.—Of the 19,616 deaths registered last quarter, 2,314, or 11°8 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 8,325, or 42°4 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under | year old are equal to 86:1 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13:0 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11:3 per cent.; in Ulster, 12:2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8-9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 39°6 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 44°3 per cent.; in Ulster, to 40°6 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 50°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THR PEOPLE. 


_ -Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 

diseases* is 819, or less by 54 than the number occurring in the 
corresponding quarter of 1904, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
07 per 1,000 living, being 0:1 below the rate for the second quarter 
of 1904, and 0:2 below the average rate for the second quarter of 
the ten years 1895-1904. 


- Smali-pox. — Although it appears from the Abstracts that two deaths 
from small-pox were registered during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1905, on reference to the text on page 5 of the Report for the March 
quarter of the year, it will be seen that the 2 deaths which occurred 
in the hospital] of Milford Union, were not registered at the time of 
issue of that Report; these deaths were subsequently registered, and 
thus appear in the Abstracts of this Report, and were of males, aged 
respectively, 32 and 35 years. It is stated that they were probably 
vaccinated in infancy, that the marks were not distinguishable, and that 
re-vaccination had not been performed. BEE 


'Measies,_The deaths from measles, 266 in number, represent a rate 
of 0:24 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. In the three 
quarterly periods preceding, deaths from measles were 87, 262, and 
297 respectively, and the average number for the corresponding quarter 
of the five years 1900-1904 was 150. Of the total, 100. deaths (or: 
nearly 38 per cent.), were registered in Belfast County Borough ; 28 in 
Dublin County Borough ; 36 in the County of Antrim; 16 in Kerry; 
and 13 in each of the Counties of Cork and Londonderry (which latter 
include the County Boroughs of the same name). In certain Registrars’ 
Districts deaths from measles were registered as following :—In 
Lisburn, 10; in Ballymoney, 9; in Ventry,8; in Dingle, 6; in 
Aclare, 6 ;in Ballymena, 5; in Bridgetown, Coolattin, Taghmon and 
Glynn, and Tullamore, 4 deaths each. : rf 


' Scarlet Fever.—There were only 28 deaths from scarlet fever 
registered for the whole of Ireland for the period now under notice ; 
this number does not amount.to half the number of deaths (61) which 
were registered in the March quarter of the year from this disease, and — 
18 under the average (46) for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 
1900-1904. |

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In the September and December quarters of the year 1904, deaths 
from scarlet-fever, registered, were 41 and 62 respectively. | 


Typhus.—The deaths from typhus, as recorded by the Registrars, 
were 18 in number, as against an average of 27, for the June quarter 
of the 5 years 1900-4, and 18, 5 and 12 deaths from this disease, 
registered in the three preceding quarters. The Districts in which the 
18 deaths were registered were as follows, as may be seen from Abstract — 
III. of this Report :—In Wexford, 2 deaths: in Cork Urban No. 2, 
1 death; in Skibbereen, 1 death; in Caher (Cahersiveen Union), 
2 deaths; in Valencia, 1 death; in Killarney No, 2, 1 death; in 
Tipperary, 3 deaths ; in Waterford Urban No. 1,1 death; in Drum 
No. 2, 1 death ; in Galway No. 2,1 death ; in Turloughmore, 1 death ; 
in Tuam No, 2, 1 death ; and in Sligo No. 1, 2 deaths. 


whooping-cough.—The mortality from whooping-cough is consider- 
ably below the average (265) for the corresponding quarter in the past 
5 years; in the June quarter of 1904 the deaths reached the high 
figure of 431, and in the period now under review 141 deaths (equal to 
an annual rate of 0°13 per 1,000 of the estimated population) were 
registered in Ireland. On referring to the Abstracts it may be seen 
that in ten counties in Ireland there was no record of deaths from 
whooping-cough ; also that 16 deaths were registered in the County of 
Tyrone, 10 of the latter being in Dungannon Union, including 9 
deaths in the Registrar’s District of the same name. In the County © 
Mayo 14 deaths were registered ; 11 of these were in the Union of 
Westport, and of the latter figure, 9 were registered in the District of 
Achill; in County Kerry 12 deaths were registered; in Dublin 
County Borough there were 11 deaths ; and in the County of Dublin 
10 deaths were recorded. In the three quarters preceding that under 
notice the deaths from whooping-cough registered in Ireland were 249, 
235, and 194 respectively. 


Diphtheria.—Deaths from diphtheria, including those certified as 
membranous croup, were 56 in the September quarter of 1904; in the 
December quarter they rose to 92, but declined in the March quarter 
of the year to 81, and again declined in the period now the subject of 
review to 67 ; this Jatter number is, however, five over the average (62) 
for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1900-1904. In 
Abstract III. it may be seen that in the Registrar’s District of Dublin, 
South City No. 1, 4 deaths were registered from this desease, and in 
the Registrar’s District of Strabane 5 deaths were registered during 
the quarter ended 30th June, 1905. 


Enteric Fever.-—The deaths from enteric fever, which were registered 
in the June quarters of the five years preceding, show a marked decline 
from 211 in 1900, to 158 in 1901, to 144 in 1902, to 103 in 1903, and 
to 96 in 1904. In the June quarter of 1905 they rose to 121; this 
figure is, however, below the quarterly average (142) for the five years 
above-mentioned. Of the deaths, 35 were registered in the County — 
Borough of Belfast; these were 29 per cent. of the total deaths 
registered in the whole of Ireland. The deaths from enteric fever are 
represented by an annual rate of 0-11 per 1,000 of the estimated 
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population of the country. From Abstract [1I., which contains informa- 
tion as to the deaths which were registered in each Registrar’s District 
_ from enteric fever, it appears that 8 deaths were registered in districts 
comprising Dublin County Borough; 6 deaths were registered in Limerick 
No. 1 District ; and that 6 deaths from enteric fever and 3 deaths classi- 
fied to pyrexia (origin uncertain) were registered in the Registrar’s 
District of Newtownards. ; 


‘Twenty deaths were classified as pyreaia (origin uncertain). 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.— The deaths from diarrheal diseases were 156 
in number, the average for the corresponding quarter in the five years, 
1900-1904, being 146; in the three quarters, immediately preceding 
that under notice the deaths were 607, 255, and 130, respectively. Of 
the deaths in the June quarter of this year 32 were registered in 
_ Belfast County Borough, and 16 in Dublin County Borough. 


Tuberculous Diseases.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous 
disease, which were registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
30th June, 1905, amounted to 2,984, a figure which represents an 
annual rate of 2:72 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the 
country, and is 15:2 per cent. of the total number of deaths (19,616) 
registered during the period; or, in other words, that of every 100 
‘persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter 15 were the 
victims of tuberculous disease. Particulars as regards the localities by 
Registrar’s Districts, Unions, Counties, and Provinces, will be found in 
_ the abstracts. It must be remembered that all the figures given in this 
Report are taken from returns furnished by the Registrars of Births 
and Deaths, and are unrevised. The revision of the figures will 
probably increase the death rate from tuberculous disease. The 
Registrar’s Notes show, in many instances, that these important- 
Public Officers are fully alive to the dangers which exist from this 
disease, and to their own great responsibilities in safeguarding the ~ 

health of the people. . : 


On page 179 and following, the notes made by the Registrars in 
their Quarterly Return forms are published :—Twenty-one of. the 
Registrars remarked upon the subject of tuberculous disease. Amongst 
these the Registrar of Ratoath mentions “the prevalence of tuber- 
culous diseases.” The Registrar of Camolin says :—One-fifth of the 
deaths due to tuberculosis pulmonum.” The Registrar of Queenstown 
No. 1 :—“ Three deaths were registered from pulmonary phthisis and 2 
from tuberculous meningitis.” The Registrar of Queenstown No. 2 :— 
“Five deaths from tuberculous disease.” The Registrar of Aghada :— 
“There has been a marked increase in consumptive cases during past 
6 months.” The Registrar of Castlemartyr :—“ Phthisis pulmonalis 
and tuberculous disease of all kinds are spreading, owing to careless 
disinfeclion, isolation, and sanitation in general.” The Registrar of 
Skull :—“ There were 7 deaths registered from pulmonary tuberculosis . 
during the past quarter out of a total of 23. This disease 1s becoming 
@ perfect terror in the district.” The Registrar of Dingle :—‘ There 
were 6 deaths from phthisis.” The Registrar of Glin :—“TI regret to 
add that pulmonary tuberculosis prevailed in this district during 
quarter, and caused 4 deaths. Whenever a case of pulmonary tuber- 
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culosis occurs in my practice I invariably advise isolation, disinfection, 
and other precautionary measures, with a view to preventing the disease 
from spreading.” The Registrar of Askeaton :—‘ Of the deaths 
registered 5 were caused by phthisis or tuberculosis of lungs.” The 
Registrar, Pallaskenry :—‘ Pulmonary tuberculosis is prevalent in the 
district.” The Registrar of Antrim :—“ Phthisis is very common in 
this district.” The Registrar, Carney No. 1 :—‘ Tuberculosis still 
continues to cause the highest adult mortality, but the people are now 
eyore of its infectious nature, and adopt precautions in the majority of 
Cases. | 


Malignant Disease.— lhe deaths returned under this heading (663), 
and representing an annual rate of 0°60 per 1,000, should include the 
varieties of carcinoma and sarcomatous growths, and cancer (not 
otherwise defined.) 


From Abstract I. it may be seen that the deaths from this disease 
as returned by the Registrars were highest in the following ten 
counties or county boroughs :—In Cork County and County Borough, 
66 ;in Dublin County Borough, 57 ; in Dublin County, 46 ; in each 
of Belfast County Borough and Oounty Down, 43 ; in Antrim County, 
39; in Armagh County, 34; in Tyrone County, 29; in Donegal 
County, 25; and in Galway County, 22; and that the ten counties 
in which the lowest numbers of deaths from malignant disease were 
registered, as returned by the Registrars of Births and Deaths were 
as follow:—In County Carlow 2, in County Longford 3, in each of 
Queen’s County, Fermanagh, and Roscommon, 4, in each of King’s 
County, Clare, and Leitrim, 6, and in each of the Counties of Kildare 


and Kilkenny, 7. 
Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in 2 districts (Belfast Urban No. 12 and Kil- 
macrenan and Milford), measles in 34 districts, scarlet fever in 18, 
whooping-cough in 20, diphtheria in 11, fever in 26—typhus, 1, 
enteric 24, and pyrexia (origin uncertain) 1—influenza in 22, chicken- 
pox in 1, and cerebro-spinal meningitis in 1. | 


Inquests.— There were 406 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 48 of the total deaths | 
registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 38 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 71, in Ulster 1 to 41, and in Connaught 1 to 103. ‘ 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 19,616 deaths registered, 3,816, 

or 19°5 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 26:4, in Munster 23:4, in Ulster 14:3, and in Connaught 
12:9.

In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts,, Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results.

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (4,957) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1905 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:5 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1904, and 0-2 below the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1895-1904. Of the total number of marriages 3,244 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,713 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 3°9 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:2 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. Compared with the corresponding averages 
for the previous ten years, the rate under the former heading shows a 
decrease of 0-2, that under the latter is equal to the average. It is to be 
borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the 
first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the first 
quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of the 
year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
_ September last was 25,913—13,224 boys and 12,689 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 42°4, or 23°6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during

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the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1895-1904 was 25,674, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 22:9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23°7 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22:1; Ulster, 24:8 ; and Connaught, 20-6. 

The highest county or co. borough birth-rate* is 32-7 for Dublin Co. 
Borough, and the lowest 17-7 for Wicklow Co. Of the intermediate 
rates the highest five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 31:6 ; Londonderry 
Co. and Co. Borough, 24:9; Kildare, 249; Armagh, 24:5 ; and Carlow, 
94:4. The lowest five are—Roscommon, 18:4; Longford, 18°5 ; 
Tipperary, N.R., 18:5: Meath, 18-5 ; and Leitrim, 18-6. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last was 15,929—8,015 males and 7,914 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 68-9, or 14-5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904 was 14:9 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 16-0 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 13:1; in Ulster, 15:1; 
and in Connaught, 11:2. 

‘The county or co. borough death-rates* range from 9-9 in Kerry, 
to 21:4 in Dublin County Borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—Leitrim, 10:3 ; Cavan, 10°6 ; Roscommon, 10°8 ; Mayo, 11:2;

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Ages.—Of the 15,929 deaths registered last quarter, 2,500, or 15-7 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,195, or 38-9 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 96-5 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 18-0 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 142 per cent.; in Ulster, 16-7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9°5 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 35:4 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 41-0 per cent.; in Ulster, to 37:4 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 48-4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 1,174, or one more than the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1904, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
1-1 per 1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the third quarter of 
1904, and 0-2 below the average rate for the third quarter of the 


ten years 1895-1904. 


Smali-pox.— Not one death from small-pox was registered in Ireland 
during September quarter of 1905. In the three quarterly periods 
which preceded, the deaths as registered were, respectively, 6, 1, and 2, 
and the average number of deaths from small-pox for the corresponding 
quarter of the past five years was two. 


‘The only reference to the existence of the disease, made by the 
Registrars in the notes appended to their Quarterly Returns, was by 
the Registrar of Omagh No. 1 Urban District, who reports :—‘ One 


case of small-pox (imported.)” — 


Measles,__The deaths from measles, which numbered 115, were 3 
below the average for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five 
years. In the three quarters preceding that under review, deaths 
from measles were 262, 297, and 266, respectively. The annnal rate 
represented by the deaths (115) was 0:1 per 1,000 of the population of 
Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1905. In the Registrar’s 
District of Lisburn 9 deaths from measles were registered ; in each of 
Athy, Coal Island, and Swineford 7 deaths were registered ; andin each 
of Ventry and Killygordon districts 4 deaths were registered. Seven 
deaths from measles were registered in the County Borough of Deblin, 


and 16 in the County Borough of Belfast. 


- Searlet Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever, which were 28 in 
the June quarter of the year, rose slightly to 31, as against an average 
of 36 for the September quarter of the five years, 1900-1904. In the 
December quarter of 1904, deaths from scarlet-fever numbered 62, 
and in the March quarter of 1905 the number of such deaths was 61.

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Typhus.—Twenty deaths were registered during the quarter, as 
against 23—the average number for the corresponding September 
quarter of the 5 years 1900-1904. In the three quarters which precede 
that under notice, the deaths from this disease were 5, 12, and 18, 
respectively. The 20 deaths above mentioned were registered in the 
Unions as follows :—One in Athlone, 3 in Clonakilty, 1 in Cork, 1 in 
Dingle, 1 in Downpatrick, 1 in Dungarvan, 2 in Galway, 5 in Inish-

whooping-cough.—There were registered 95 deaths from whooping: 
cough, a number which is considerably below the average number

The mortality from whooping.cough in the first, second, and third 
quarters of 1905 compares favourably with that in the corresponding 
quarters of 1904, in which the mortality from this disease was 466, 
431, and 249 deaths, respectively. 


The incidence of mortality in the Registrars’ Districts may be seen in 
Abstract III, from which it appears that 7 deaths from whooping-cough 
were registered in the District of Coal Island ; 6 in Bridgetown District, 
Wexford Union; 5 in the District of Crossmolina; and 4 deaths in 
each of the Districts of Castlecomer, Coom, and Killenaule. 


Diphtheria.— In the December quarter of 1904, the number of deaths 
from diphtheria was 92; in March quarter of 1905 the deaths fell to 
81, and again fell in the June quarter of the same year to 67 ; a further 
decline to 49 deaihs is noticed in reference to the period under review. 
This number is less than the average for the September quarter of the 
last five years by 14. In Abstract ITI. it may be seen that 3 deaths 
from diphtheria were returned for the District of Rathmines ; 3 for 
Enniscorthy, 3 for Limerick No. 1 District, and 2 deaths were 
returned for each of the districts of Tullow, Dublin North City 
No. 3, Urlingford, Ballincollig, Blackwatertown, Belfast Urban No. 4, 
and Castlereagh. | 


Enteric Fever.-—Lhe deaths which were registered during the quarter 
were 114 in number, and equal an annual rate of 0:1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. As compared with the number registered in the 
June quarter of the year, the deaths show a decrease of 7, and as com- 
pared with the average for the corresponding quarter of the past 5 years 
the deaths show a decrease of 48. 3 


In December quarter, 1904, the deaths were 133, and in the March 
quarter of 1905, the deaths from enteric fever numbered 105. Of the 
114 deaths from enteric fever, 14 were of Dublin County Borough, and 
40 were of Belfast County Borough, the total for these areas (54) being 
nearly 50 per cent. of all deaths registered during the quarter. 


As in the preceding quarter, 20 deaths were assigned to pyrexia 
(origin uncertain). 
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Diarrhoeal Viseases.—The mortality from diarrheal diseases, always 
high in the September quarter of the year, amounted to 730 deaths, 
equal to an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
This is the highest mortality in the September quarter since the year 
1901, when the registered deaths reached the figure, 795, the average 
for the corresponding quarter in the five years ended in 1904 being 551 
deaths ; in the three quarters preceding that under review, the deaths 
_ were 255, 130, and 156, respectively. 


The number of deaths returned for the total of the Urban Districts, 
as shown in Table V., was 588, equal to an annual rate of 1:8 per 
1,000 of the aggregate population of these districts, and the number of 
deaths from diarrheal diseases registered in the remaining part of 
Treland—i.e., the Rural Districts, was 142—equal to an annual rate of 
0-2 per 1,000 of the population of the area, according to the census of 
1901. Of the total deaths, 178 were registered in Dublin County 
Borough, and 220 in Belfast County Borough. 


Tuberculous Diseases.—The total number of deaths from tuberculous 
disease, as reported by the Registrars, for the September quarter was 
2,348, as compared with 2,984 deaths registered in the June quarter of 
the year. The deaths (2,348) represent an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000 
of the estimated population. It would appear that of each 100 
deaths registered during the quarter some 15 were the victims of 
tuberculous disease. In the Province of Leinster 740 deaths were 
registered, in Munster 558 deaths, in Ulster 866 deaths, and in 
Connaught 184 deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease were 
registered, 


Particulars regarding the number of deaths from tuberculous disease 
by Counties, Unions, and Registrars’ Districts, are given in the abstracts, 
commencing at page 214. 


Several of the Registrars have called attention to the prevalence of 
tuberculosis, or other circumstances regarding its existence. These 
notes may be seen at, the end of this Report, commencing at page 277. 
Amongst others, the remarks of the Registrar of Geleen District in the 
Union of Skull; the Registrar of Waterford No. 1 Urban District, and 
those of the Registrar of Castleblayney District afford important 


information. 


Malignant Disease.—lhe deaths which were registered as. from 
carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer (undefined) are included in the total, 
716, which figure is in excess of that returned in the preceding quarter, 

namely, 663 deaths from malignant disease, 


In Abstract I. it may be seen that the five counties or county 
boroughs in which the highest number of deaths from malignant 
disease was registered were:—Dublin County Borough, 70; Belfast 
County Borough, 65 ; Cork County and County Borough, 65 ; County 
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Down, 54; and County Armagh, 39; and the five counties in which 
the lowest number of deaths from malignant disease was registered 
were:—County Longford 2, County Carlow 3, County Sligo 4, 
Tipperary North Riding 5, and County Leitrim, 5. 


The annual death rate represented by the total, 716, is 0-7 per 
1,000 of the population of Ireland, estimated to the middle of the year 
1965. 


Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in one district (Omagh, No. 1), measles in 22 
districts, scarlet fever in 18, whooping-cough in 14, diphtheria in 14, 
fever in 23—typhus, 6, enteric 15, and pyrexia (origin uncertain), 2— 
influenza in 6, mumps in I, and cerebro-spinal meningitis in 1, 


Inquests.— There were 472 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 34 of the total deaths 
registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 29 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 48, in Ulster 1 to 29, and in Connaught 1 to 67. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 15,929 deaths registered, 3,127, 
or 19-6 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 27-2, in Munster 24:3, in Ulster 13:0, and in Connaught 
13:1. 
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The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemie 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
80th September 1905, andin each of the eight quarters immediately preceding ; 
with the ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the population :—

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VACCINATION. 

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
third quarter of the year 1905, there were 23,652 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,338 cases the operation was postponed, 23 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,474 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making a 
total of 27,487 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 
nation were ascertained. 

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the 
quarter ended 30th September last, was 7,265 (3,469 males and 3,796 
females), being 4,519 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1904, and 3,493 under the average number for the third quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 212, 213), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as fat as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results.

1872-1905—By adding the Births registered in each year to the estimated population for the previous 
year, deducting the deaths and emigration, and adjusting the results for the years 1872-81, 1882-91, and 
1892-1901, to allow for the discrepancy between the number thus arrived at for 1881, 1891, and 1901 
respectively, and the population as shown by the Census in each of these years.

Lispurn ; Ballylesson.—Three deaths 
in infancy are recorded from gastro- 
intestinal affections. These were all 
bottle-fed. 
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LisBurN ; Drumbeg.—Measles, which 
was prevalent last quarter, has now dis- 
appeared. 


LisBuRN ; Saintfield.— At the end of 
the quarter I had two cases of scarlet 
fever of a mild kind. Both made good 
recoveries. Otherwise health of district 
good. 


Lurean; Moira.—Again the birth- 
rate doubles the death-rate. There is a 
most extensive epidemic of measles in the 
district, and the infection very general. 
I have not pushed the vaccination at the 
stations on this account.

One 
case of malignant scarlet fever in. rural 
district died. Vaccination well carried 
out. 


 NEwTowNnarps ; Comber.—A few cases 
of scarlatina have cropped up, but con- 
fined to one or two families, and a case 
or two of diphtheria from defective 
sanitation. Otherwise district very 
healthy. 


~ Newtownarps; Greyabbey.—Births 
and deaths about average. Health of dis- 
trict good. Three cases (sporadic) 
scarlatina in Greyabbey division—one, 
at childbirth, died. Protective and pre- 
ventive measures duly attended to. A 
few cases of influenza, and general 
autumn colds very prevalent throughout 
district.

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During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,352 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 22:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population* —and 17,729 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16+] per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 4,461 persons emigrated. 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 25:7 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15-0 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:4 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1895-1904, but 0-1 below 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1904. The deaths are 404 under 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1904; she death rate 
is 0'4 below the rate for that quarter, and 0°5 below the average for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1895-1904,

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Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1904, the 
returns of pauperisin, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
an increase of 865 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 897 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1895-1904, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
1,545, and the number of persons on out-door relief an increase of 1,600, 
the total under both heads being 3-2 per cent. above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years, The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2-0 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4°7 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1905 is equal 
to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten 
years.

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,119) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1905 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-2 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1904, and equal to the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1895-1904. Of the total number of marriages 3,298 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,821 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6-6 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
equal to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
ten years, that under the latter shows a decrease of 0°3. It is to be 
borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the 
first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number in the first 
quarter is generally less than that for any of the other quarters of the 
year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 24,352—12,408 boys and 11,944 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 45:1, or 22:2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
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the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1895-1904 was 24,427, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 21:8 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 220 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 20-7; Ulster, 23-0 ; and Connaught, 20°6. 

The highest county or co. borough birth-rate* is 30:2 for Dublin Co. 
Borough, and the lowest 15-1 for Longford Co. Of the intermediate 
rates the highest five are— Belfast Co. Borough, 29-0 ; Antrim,. 23°8 ; 
Kildare, 23-7; Mayo. 23-1; and Londonderry Co. and Co. Borough, 
22:3. The lowest five are—King’s Co., 17°1; Westmeath, 17:7 ; 
Roscommon, 17:7 ; Dublin Co., 18-0; and Louth, 18-4. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 3lst December last was 17,729—8,754 males and 8,975 females 
_—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 61:9, or 16:1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904 was 16-6 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 17:5 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901 ; in Munster, 14:9 ; in Ulster, 17°0; 
and in Connaught, 12:2. 

‘The county or co. borough death-rates* range from 11-4 in Kerry, 
to 231 in Dublin County Borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—Roscommon, 11:7 ; Galway, 11:8: Mayo, 12:0; Fermanagh, 
12:4; and Cavan, 12-7; and the highest five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 
20-0 ; Monaghan, 18°5 ; Antrim, 17-4; Wexford, 17:4 ; and West- 
meath, 17:0.

Ages.—Of the 17,729 deaths. registered last quarter, 2,148, or 12-1 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,869, or 44:4 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 88-2 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13-1 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 10-8 per cent.; in Ulster, 13-0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9°4 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40:9 per cent, ; in 
Munster, to 473. per cent.; in Ulster, to 43-4 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 50-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
dliseases* is 689, or 371 less than the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1904, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
0°6 per 1,000 living, being 0-4 under the rate for the fourth quarter of 
1904, and 0-4 below the average rate for the fourth quarter of the 


ten years 1895-1904. 


Smai-pox.—During the period under notice, two deaths from small- 
pox were recorded in the whole of Ireland. The deaths from this 
decease in each of the three preceding quarters were 1, 2, and 0. 
Of the two deaths one occurred on the 8th December in Fever Hospital, 
Drogheda No. 3 District. The Registrar remarked, “ Ag far as could 
be ascertained, there were no primary marks of vaccination ; there are 
6 cases now convalescent in hospital.” The second death occurred in 
the Fever Hospital in Navan, to which place the patient had been 
brought from Painestown. The Registrar states that the disease 
originated from contact with a small-pox case in Drogheda. The age of 
the diseased was 27 y2ars, and he was said to have been vaccinated 
in infancy. 

Measies,—The deaths (69) from measles are much below the average 
(197) for the corresponding period of the 5 years 1900-1904. In 
each of the three quarters preceding, deaths from measles were 297, 
266, and 115. In each of the Registrars’ Districts of Castledermot 
and Stradbally, in the Union or Superintendent Registrar’s District of 
Athy, 4 deaths from measles were registered. The same number was 
registered in euch of the districts of Carrickfergus, in the Union of 
Larne, and Scotstown, in the Union of Monaghan, and in the District 
of Bangor, in the Union of Newtownards, 9 deaths were registered. 
Scarlet Fever.—Deaths from scarlet fever, which numbered 31 in 
the September quarter of 1905, rose to 52 in the period under notice. 
The average number of deaths from the disease for the December 
quarter of the 5 years 1906-1904 is 65; in the March quarter of 
the year, 61 deaths were registered, and in the June quarter, 28 deaths 
from scarlet fever were registered,’ There were 3 deaths from scarlet 
fever for Dublin South City No. | District, 5 deaths for Belfast Urban 
No. 4 District, and 3 for the Registrar’s District of Monaghan.

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Typhus —The deaths from typhus (22) are nearly equal to the 
average (21) of the corresponding period of the five years ended 1904. 
Deaths from this disease in each of the earlier quarters of the year 
were 12, 18, and 20. Four of the total deaths were registered in 
Leinster, 8 in Munster, 2 in Ulster, and 8 in the Province of Connaught. 
Of the 4 deaths in Leinster, 3 occurred in the District of Athlone No. 1, 
and one in the District of Moate, in the Union of Athlone. Of the 
deaths in Munster, 3 occurred in Milltown Malbay, i in’ Ennistimon 
Union ; 2 in Darrynane, in Cahersiveen Union ; 1 in Tralee No. 1, 1 in 
Abbeyfeale District, in Newcastle Union, and 1 in Dungarvan 
Registrar’s District. Of the two deaths in the Province of Ulster, 
one occurred in the Urban District of Belfast No. 4, and one in the 
Registrar’s District of Carrickmacross ; and of the 8 deaths appertaining 
to the Province of Connaught, 1 belonged to Kiltormer District, in 
Ballinasloe Union; 1 to Turloughmore, in Galway Union; 2 to 
Oughterard District, one to Keadew District, in Boyle Union, and 3 to 
Sligo No. 1 Registrar’s District. 


Whooping-cough.—The mortality from whooping-cough shows, as in 
ihe quarter preceding, a further decline, the deaths recorded during the 
quarter numbering 79, as against 95 in the September quarter, 141 in 
the June quarter, ‘and 194 in the March quarter of 1905. The deaths 
(79) are also considerably below the average number of deaths (213) in 
the December quarter of the five years ending i in 1904, The abstracts 
in this Report shows the incidence of mortality from whooping-cough 
in Ireland by Provinces, Counties, Unions, and Registrars’ Districts. 


Diphtheria.— Deaths from diphtheria, which had declined to 49 in the 
September quarter of the year, rose to 74 in the period under notice. 
In the March and June quarters of 1905, the deaths registered were 81 
and 67 respectively. The average for the December quarter for the 
five years ending with 1904 was 106. 


In Abstract IIT. it may be seen that there were 4 deaths for each of 
the Registrars’ Districts, Dublin South City No. 1, and Belfast Urban 
No 4; 3 deaths for each of the districts, Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
(Urban), Fethard, Ballycroy, and Castleconor ; and in each of the follow- 
ing Registrars’ Distr icts 2 deaths from diphtheria were registered during 
the quarter :—-Borris-in Ossory, Enniscorthy, Cork Rural N of Belfast 
Urban No. 12, Ballybay, Clones, Drumahaire, and Ballina. 


Enteric Fever.-—The deaths from enteric fever registered in the whole 
of Ireland during the December quarter of 1905 numbered 128 ; this 
number is an increase of 14 over the deaths (114) in September quar- 
ter, also above the deaths in March and June quarters, which were 105 
and 121 respectively. The deaths from enteric fever are, however, below 
the average (161) for the corresponding period of the 5 years ending 
1904, and represent an annual rate of 0:12 per 1,000 of the population 
estimated to the middle of the year. 


Of the total, 17 deaths occurred in Dublin County Borough, and 31 
in the County Borough of Belfast. In Omagh No. 1 District 6 deaths 
were registered, and in each of Limerick Urban No. 1 District, and 
Boyle No. 1 District 4 deaths were registered, and in each of the 
districts of Navan and Larne 3 deaths were registered. 


There were, moreover, 19 deaths classified to pyrexia (origin uncertain) 
formerly described as simple, continued or ill-defined fever. 
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Diarrhoeal Diseases. —The deaths in this group include those from 
epidemic diarrhcea, epidemic enteritis, diarrhoea, and dysentery, and in 
the December qnarter now under review numbered 244 (representing an 
annual rate of 0-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population), as compared 
with 730 deaths, equal to an annual rate of 0:7 per 1,000 registered in 
the preceding quarter; in the March quarter of 1905, the deaths 
numbered 130, and in the June quarter 158 deaths were registered. 
The deaths registered (244) from the above-mentioned causes, are below 
the average number (274) registered in the December quarter of the 5 
years ended 1904, by 30 deaths. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The deaths, as returned by the Registrars, 
from all forms of tuberculous disease amounted to 2,292, or to nearly 
13 per cent. of all deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter; or, 
in other words, for 8 deaths, one was due to tuberculous disease. In 
the June quarter the number of deaths thus returned was 2,984, equal 
to an annual rate of 2-72 per 1,000; in the September quarter the 
number of deaths was 2,348, and the annual rate per 1,000 was 2°14. 
The rate representing the mortality from all forms of tuberculous 
disease in the period under review is 2:09 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


The number of deaths from tuberculous disease appertaining to each 
Province, County, Union, and Registrar’s District in Ireland, is given 
in the Abstracts I., II., III., and [V., commencing on page 316. 


Several of the Registrars of deaths have forwarded notes relating to 
tuberculous disease ; these are printed in extenso at the end of this 
Report. The Registrar of Westport has favoured me with a copy of 
an instructive table and diagram prepared by him, exhibiting the 
deaths due to consumption and all other forms of tuberculous disease 
which occurred inthe Westport District during the 6 years 1900--1905, the 
annual average number of deaths shown for that period being 18°5. The 
table also gives the deaths from tuberculous disease as occurring in the 
Urban and Rural portions of the District, and the sexes of the deceased. 
The diagram shows tke months in which the deaths occurred, and a curve 
indicates the total number of deaths during 6 years by monthly periods 
for all forms of tuberculous disease. It appears that the highest aggre- 
gate mortality occurred in the month of March, and the lowest in each of 
the months of August and December. The table also shows the per- 
centage of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease to the total deaths 
from all causes—-the average percentage for the 6 years being 14:24. 
The remarks of the Registrar of Bellaghy, Magherafelt Union, also 
seen in the notes, may be repeated—“ I would note the prevalence and 
mortality from tuberculous disease in this open country district, and 
ascribe a large amount of it to the neglect of the people of the most 
elementary principles of ventilation.” 


‘Malignant Disease.— Lhe deaths from malignant disease as returned 
by the Registrars, were 663 in the June quarter, 716 in the September 
quarter, and 775 in the period under notice. ‘These numbers correspond 

to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the estimated population :— 
0:60, 0:65 , and 0-71 per 1,000, respectively. 


The deaths as returned vary from 71 in Dublin County Borough, 66 
in Cork County and County Borough, 62 in Belfast County Borough, 
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53 in County Down, and 41 in County Antrim, to 8 in each of King’ 
County and Sligo County, to 7 in each of the Counties of Cdilow; 
Kilkenny, and Tipperary N.R., and 5 in the County of Longford. 


Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Small-pox in 2 districts (Drogheda No. 3 and Painestown), 
chickenpox in one district, measles in 37 districts, scarlet fever in 26, 
whooping-cough in 12, diphtheria in 18, fever in 31—typhus 6 
enteric 24, and Eyre (origin uncertain), 1—influenza 1 in 18, mumps 
in 4, and erysipelas in 2 districts. 


Inquests.— [here were 468 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 38 of the total deaths 
registered. ) 


In Leinster there was | inquest to every 34 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 52, in Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 94. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 17,729 deaths registered, 3,662, 
or 20:7 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 28°7, in Munster 23-7, in Ulster 15:2, and in Connaught 
12-2,

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1905, there were 21,594 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,623 cases the operation was postponed, 21 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,327 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making A 
total of 25,565 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 


nation were ascertained. 
EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the 
quarter ended 31st December last, was 4,461 (2,200 males and 2,261 
females), being 2,287 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1904, and 1. 528 under the average number for the fourth quarter 
of the ten years 1895-1904.

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 18s. to 19s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of 28 2 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £8915, and the lowest £88. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank 
of lreland during the quarter, remained at 44 per cent., to which it had 
been raised from 4 per cent on the 28th September.

the lowest (28°856 inches) on the 26th N ovember, at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 43-60, 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 57-80 
and the minimum 17:4°, The maximum heat in sun was 108°5°, and 
the minimum on the grass 13°3°. 

Rain or snow fell on 54 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 6°346 inches, being 1-037 inches under the average for the

In compiling the following Table (pp. 314, 315), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. Hach District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results. 


The stations selected, with the names of the Observers, are shown 
below.
